Penshurst Farm was the first 
tuberculosis accredited herd 
Pennsylvania 1919.

Their sire, Man O’War, has 140 
pairs, dams and daughters, and 112 
daughters are above their dams 
milk and butter fat production. 
His dam was considerably below 
the breed average test but his 150 
daughters were above the breed 
average. This kind information 
valuable, but one must take 
appraisal the method employed 
making records and make due 
allowances for environment. 

Their experience with two sons 
one their great cows, full 
brothers, showed one son good and 
one poor for production.

Some 
milk never has been eligible for quality fluid 
market benefits until theorists plunged the 
industry into the arms paternalism. There 
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has been blindfold slipped over the eyes 
those who could help. our has 
curdled far quality milk concerned. 

Has there been too much cooperative and 
too little cooperation? Has there been 
tendency for the general management make 
the cooperative their business instead 
making business for the cooperative? The 
industry’s revolution safe personal ambi- 
bitions are laid aside. Can there those

The Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 


Amount Involved—$165,000,000 with pos- 
sible extension $300,000,000 contingent up- 
congressional approval pending amend- 
ments. 

Duration Plan—One year, with con- 
tinuance for additional year, discretion 
Secretary Agriculture. 

Average Reduction—None from low win- 
ter months’ levels, plan involves checking 
sales near that volume; ten per cent re- 
duction below the high average volume the 
1932-33 base period. 

Compensation Farmers—Benefit pay- 
ments cooperating farmers who sign con- 
tracts reduce sales between ten and twenty 
per cent below their 1932-33 average. 

addition higher prices 
caused balanced production, and besides 
savings feeding costs, cooperating farmers 
would paid benefit payments. These 
payments would rate about forty 
cents for each pound butter fat which they 
reduce below their 1932-33 sales quota, 
they would about $1.50 each 100 pounds 
surplus fluid milk which they reduce below 
their 1932-33 milk sales quota, within the 
prescribed percentage limits.

CCORDING the Census 
1930 there were some 4,615,- 
500 farms which cows were 
reported milked during 1929. This 
was decrease 373,000, seven 
per cent, from the 4,988,500 farms 
reporting cows milked 1924. 
During the same period the total 
number farms decreased only 
83,000. The number farms keep- 
ing cows more recent years not 
accurately known, but allowing for 
some omissions 1929 and for some 
increase since then estimated 
that 1932 there were some 4,867,- 
000 farmers who had milk cows. 
1933 the number was probably 
closer 4,900,000. 

The proportion the farms that 
have cows production varies from 
month month according the 
percentage the cows that are dry 
the farms where only few cows 
are kept. The Census record for 
1930 was taken April when milk 
production per day was close the 
yearly average and the Census rec- 
ord the number farms reporting 
milk being produced the time 
enumeration appears very close, 
all States, the yearly average 
number that would have been se- 
cured the question had been 
asked each month during the year. 

the 4,867,000 farms which 
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estimated had milk cows during 
1932, about 1,380,000, twenty- 
eight per cent, had only one milk 
cow. these one-cow farms, 
1,040,000 were the southern 
states where large proportion 
the farmers keep only enough milk 
cows supply the needs their 
families. 

estimated that 1,368,000 
farmers kept two three milk 
cows 1932. More than half 
this number were the South. 
Adding these figures together, there 
were about 2,748,000 farmers who 
who had one three cows. This 
about fifty-six per cent the total 
number farmers who had any 
milk cows their farms. 

estimated that 1,604,000 
farmers had from four ten cows, 
about sixty per cent this number 
being the North Central States. 
About 416,000 farms had eleven 
twenty cows and slightly under 
100,000 had more than twenty cows.

estimates for 1932 indicate 

that there were 4,607,000 milk 
cows the 2,748,000 farms where 
the farmers had three less. Thus, 
this fifty-six per cent the farms 
that had milk cows had only about 
twenty per cent the cows. all, 
about 9,796,000 milk cows were 
herds four ten; 6,008,000 were 
herds eleven twenty and 
3,146,000 were herds more 
than twenty. 

There was, however, sharp 
difference between various 
groups states the relative im- 
portance large and small herds. 


the North Atlantic States, for 
example, slightly more than third 
the milk cows were farms 
which had from eleven twenty. 
the North Central States farms 
from six twenty were most 
important and included sixty-seven 
per cent the cows. the South, 
farms three cows less had 
3,820,000 cows, sixty per cent 
the total. the West, and parti- 
cularly California, there was 
larger proportion large herds, and 
more than forty-five per cent all 
the milk cows herds over fifty 
were the western group states. 


Production Per Cow 


estimated that production per 
cow during 1932 averaged 3,435 
pounds milk per cow the farms 
which had only two three cows. 
Each group farms with larger 
herds showed higher production 
per cow, with farms keeping more 
than fifty cows showing average 
5,810 pounds per cow. This 
difference 2,375 pounds, sixty-

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much the milk. Farmers with 
four five cows have rather large 
proportion beef type cows and 
many them secure more milk than 
needed for family consumption 
and not enough permit very 
efficient methods marketing.

the other hand, farmers with large 
dairy herds are largely market 
milk areas where pasturage limit- 
and prices are more favorable for 
intensive feeding. 

general, where only one two 
cows are kept, the milk used 
chiefly for consumption milk 
cream the farm where produced 
skimmed for making butter 
the farm. many cases much 
the skim milk and buttermilk 
also used for food.

sold milk, the current estimates 
milk including some cream 
sold for fluid consumption. Farms 
with these numbers cows supply 
about fifty-five per cent the 
cream used for making creamery 
butter. 

farms with more than ten milk 
cows the quantity milk used 
the farms for fluid consumption 
and for making butter represents 
only small part the production 
and farms with very large herds 
sales milk are much more impor- 
tant than are sales butter fat. 

The Census 1930 enumerated 
some 4,616,000 farms which milk 
was produced 1929 and 3,038,000 
farms which butter was made. 
This leaves 1,578,000 farms with 
producing cows which reported 
butter made. Most these farms 
were states where there good 
market for milk where farmers 
are able secure butter from local 
creameries price very little 
above what they receive for butter 
fat. The total quantity butter 
and butter substitutes purchased per 
year these farmers was probably 
not far short 200,000,000 pounds 
1929 and 1930 but has probably 
decreased somewhat since. 

According the Census there 
were 893,000 farmers who reported 
sales milk 1929, 1,556,000 who 
reported cream sold butter fat, 
68,000 reported cream sold the 
gallon and 644,000 reported sales 
farm butter. Allowing for farm- 
ers who sold more than one product 
there were probably not many 
more than 3,000,000 farmers who

leaving perhaps 1,500,000 1,600,- 
000 farmers who reported milk 
produced but who reported sales. 
most states the number farm- 
ers who had cows but sold dairy 
products was about equal the 
number farmers who milked only 
one cow. The chief exception was 
the area from Alabama Texas 
where apparently many the 
farms milking two cows during the 
year had surplus sell. 


There are, course, wide differ- 
ences between the various sections 
the country the relative numbers 
farmers selling the various 
products. the North Atlantic 
States the number farmers selling 
milk nearly twice great the 
number selling all other dairy prod- 
ucts combined. the West North 
Central States, the other hand, 
relatively few the farmers re- 
ported sales any dairy products 
except butter fat. 


Beef Cows Milked 


various Census reports give 

information concerning “beef 
cows” and con- 
cerning kept principally for 
The agricultural Census 1925 also 
shows the number cows milked 
farms reporting dairy cows hand 
and farms reporting dairy 
cows hand, but the Census 
1930 was the first one which, after 
asking for the number cows 
milked during the previous year, 
asked specifically the cows and 
heifers milked, how 
mainly for beef dual purpose 
This enumeration 
showed that some 3,372,000 cows, 
mainly beef dual purpose 
breeding, were included among the 
21,124,000 cows reported milked. 


general, the percentage the 
cows milked that were reported 
beef dual purpose breeding was 
heaviest farms having three 
nine cows and much heavier the 
West North Central States than 
any other part the country. 
About fifty-five per cent the total 
number beef cows milked were 
the seven West North Central 
States and nearly twelve per cent 
more were the three States 
Illinois, Texas and Oklahoma.

Table Eighteen shows 
total numbers milk cows each 
breed that are indicated the 
figures Table Seventeen (not 
printed) are assumed typical 
all milking herds the same size. 
Both tables give details for farms 
with various numbers cows 
each group states. Table Eigh- 
teen will found more convenient 
those interested seeing what 
this inventory shows where 
the cows each breed are located. 


Judging from the reports received, 
the percentage the milk cows 
that are Holstein breeding in- 
creased from little over eight per 
cent farms with one cow 
maximum nearly forty-seven per 
cent farms with twenty-one 
fifty cows, with large herds the 
East North Central area running 
over eighty per cent Holsteins. 
The proportion the cows Jersey 
breeding, the other hand, de- 
creased from sixty per cent the 
farms with one cow below seven- 
teen per cent farms with eleven 
twenty cows, averaging, however, 
somewhat higher still larger 
herds. (Guernseys take second 
place North Atlantic States and 
generally third place other sec- 
tions.) Shorthorn cows are im- 
portance chiefly the middle-sized 
group, the percentage increasing 
from about four per cent farms 
one cow twenty-one per cent 
herds six ten cows and then 
decreasing four and five per cent 
large Red Polled and 
Angus milk cows show somewhat 
similar distribution but are rela- 
tively less important. Cows 
mixed breeding, reported under 
one breed are most 
important small herds, decreasing 
from seventeen per cent farms 
with two three cows five per 
cent farms with more than fifty 
milk cows.

ourselves, may remember that 
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all life compromise the 
building house, may use 
space for stairway for bath- 
room, but not for both. 

The important thing for our breed 
the holding and increasing our 
table milk this 
successful disposal economic- 
ally produced product. The public 
not interested our family bick- 
erings, neither they care about 
registration our 
owners competing breeds may 
view these admissions with much 
more interest. may state with- 
out discussion that pedigrees and 
registrations are help differen- 
tiating breed and making certain 
attributes fixture. would say 
that the making law our 
predecessors ourselves carries 
with the right change such 
law found necessary expe- 
dient. 

standard bottled milk carry- 
ing trademark should available 
any required amount meet 
trade that may expand very rapidly, 
would seem that must either 
sell the product registered cows 
that are limited numbers else 
add the product, equally good, 
high grades. This adding high 
grades makes chance for friction 
which may lead the grade with- 
out trademark, product being sold 
cheaply enough hurt the entire 
trade. 

Some may give our ideals 
registered cow being 100 per 
cent Island blood and register ap- 
proved females with three pure bred 
crosses, these females have cer- 
tain type and definite Advanced

proportion the milk cows 

that freshen during the various 
seasons the year changes rather 
sharply from time time re- 
sponse the factors not fully under- 
stood. From 1928 through 1932 
there was apparently continuous 
increase the proportion cows 
freshening the fall, but since then 
there appears have been shift 
back towards spring freshening. 
This shift freshening dates ap- 
pears have been major factor 
causing marked seasonal changes 
butter production 1933 and has 
also been very disturbing factor 
some market milk areas. 


Amount Grain Fed 


quantity grain and con- 
centrates fed milk cows 
varies sharply from month month 
depending chiefly the quantity 
feed available pastures and 
stalk fields and the percentage 
the cows production. 

Summarizing all the information 
which could collected, esti- 
mated that the quantity grain 
and concentrates fed milk cows 
during the entire year 1932 ranged 
rather smoothly from average 
1,174 pounds per head farms 
with one milk cow down mini- 
mum 954 pounds per head 
farms with four five cows. Above 
this increased with larger and 
larger herds, 1,879 pounds 
farms with more than fifty cows. 
Comparing the various sized herds 
groups States, the lowest 
average indicated the 550 pounds 
estimated for herds four five 
cows the western states and the 
highest the 2,200 pounds estimated 
for herds over fifty cows the 
North area. 

Combining the estimates for all 
herds they show average 1,153 
pounds grain, etc., per head, 26.8 
pounds grain per 100 pounds 
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milk produced, 27.2 pounds per 100 
pounds four per cent milk equiva- 
lent and 6.8 pounds per pound 
butter fat produced. If, however, 
all milk secreted milk cows had 
been secured, instead allowing 
calves suck part it, the milk 
and butter fat secured would prob- 
ably have been some five seven 
per cent larger, and the quantity 
grain fed per unit production 
would have been proportionately 
lower, with the greatest difference 
shown rather small herds and 
the South. 

general, the quantity grain 
fed per unit butter fat secured 
highest areas where little pastur- 
age available and where grain 
relatively cheap comparison with 
the value the dairy products sold 
and also comparison with hay. 
The quantity grain fed per unit 
butter fat secured lowest where 
hay and pasturage good quality 
are abundant and cheap and where 
prices are unfavorable heavy 
feeding grain. Farmers feeding 
silage usually feed less grain per 
head than neighboring farmers 
who not have silos and who feed 
corn and fodder instead. This 
tends reduce the quantity 
grain fed the farms with large 
herds, where silage most exten- 
sively fed. western states where 
milk cows are fed large quantities 
alfalfa much less grain fed per 
unit production than custom- 
ary other groups states. 


Home-Grown and Purchased 
Grain 

purchased grains and concen- 
trates varies markedly between 
producers with various numbers 
cows well between regions and 
between years. Those who have 
very large numbers milk cows are 
mostly located intensive dairy 
areas near large cities and many are 
almost entirely dependent pur- 
chased concentrates. Thus, 1932, 
dairy correspondents keeping more 
than fifty milk cows raised less

than eleven per cent the grains 
and concentrates that they fed 
their cows. the other hand, 
general farmers keeping four 
five cows and selling butter fat, 
feed relatively little grain except 
that produced their own farms. 
Dairy correspondents this group 
raised nearly seventy-eight per cent 
the grain and concentrates fed 
their cows 1932. 

The reports received from the 
United States whole, combined 
quantities grain fed the various 
groups, show that the value the 
grain and concentrate mixture fed 
milk cows 1932 averaged $0.98 
per 100 pounds farms with one 
cow, $0.81 farms with four 
five cows, and $1.19 farms with 
more than fifty cows, the values 
mediate numbers cows ranging 
quite uniformly between these ex- 
tremes. The lowest average re- 
ported any group was the $0.67 
reported farmers with two 
three cows the West North Cen- 
tral States and the three highest 
were the $1.52 reported farmers 
with one cow the North Atlantic 
States and the $1.50 reported 
farmers with large herds both the 
North Atlantic and South Atlantic 
States. 

The 1930 value the lands and 
buildings the farms classed 
dairy farms was placed some 
$5,967,000,000 which was more than 
twelve per cent the value all 
farms. This value dairy farms 
was, however, less than half the 
total farm investment dairying. 
is, course, not possible deter- 
mine accurately how much the 
value general purpose farm 
represents investment dairy- 
ing, but about one-fourth the 
total income farmers derived 
from dairy products and from cattle 
used for milk production, and 
assumed that the property, 
cluding stock and equipment) use 
for producing these products had 
one-fourth the value all farm 
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property, the 1930 value the farm 
property used for dairying purposes 
was about $14,000,000,000. 


Back Lot Cows 


STIMATES, based returns from 

selected counties where 
stock not farms was enumerated 
the Census 1930, indicate 
that about 500,000 families, enum- 
erated not living farms, were 
keeping one more milk cows 
1930. Estimates, prepared for the 
various States and published 
Supplement Number Eight, show 
that these families were keeping 
about 670,500 milk cows and secur- 
ing some 2,826,000,000 pounds 
milk per year. About fifty-seven 
per cent these cows were the 
South and that area, exclusive 
Maryland, the volume milk 
produced these cows not 
farms more than third great 
the volume market milk sold 
from the farms. calcula- 
tions, based Census records for 
selected counties showing the num- 
ber non-farm places reporting 
various numbers cattle, indicate 
that similar enumeration all 
counties would probably have shown 
the numbers places keeping the 
various numbers milk cows about 
follows: One cow, 400,000; two 
cows, 68,000; three cows, 19,000; 
four cows, 6,000; five cows more, 
7,000 places with about 53,500 milk 
cows. While these estimates give 
total 500,000, would perhaps 
best consider the number non- 
farm places keeping cows 1930 
somewhere between 400,000 and 
600,000, the number depending 

The above estimates 670,500 
milk cows not farms 1930 does 
not include discarded milk cows 
stock yards and shipping pens where 
livestock kept only temporarily, 
pending sale slaughter, during 
transit. The number such cows 
hand any one time is, 
course, unknown but probably 
averages somewhere around 50,000 
head, which would about four 
days’ marketings.

Additional features the plan 
supplement its production control 
provisions include relief distribution 
surplus milk underfed children 
cities, transfer healthy cows 
from surplus dairy areas needy 
farm families which have cows, 
and provision for eradication 
bovine tuberculosis 
also Bang’s disease. 


The proposed dairy program 
$165,000,000 plan but devised 
for extension much $300,-

The offer the program the 
dairy industry was announced 
Secretary Henry Wallace and 
Chester Davis, Administrator 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 
The program will taken the 
dairy farmers for discussion and 
revision series major regional 
meetings the next two weeks. 
Adoption the plan the 
dairy farmers, Secretary Wallace 
and Mr. Davis asserted. 

addition higher prices caused 
balanced production, and besides 
savings feeding costs, cooperating 
farmers would paid benefit pay- 
ments. These payments would 
rate about forty cents for 
each pound butter fat which they 
reduce below their 1932-33 sales 
quota, about $1.50 each 100 
pounds surplus fluid milk which 


they reduce below their 1932-33 milk 


sales quota, within the prescribed 
percentage limits. Dairymen will 
left choose their own method 
reducing production, adapt- 
ing their feed practices, reducing 
the number cows, otherwise. 
Afund $225,000 would em- 
assisting them choose 
the best paying methods. 

growth dairy cow population 
record numbers, increase 
milk production billion 
the past two years, de- 
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cline consumers’ expenditures for 
dairy products and fifty per cent 
slump the dairy farmers’ cash 
income since 1929 are among the 
acute conditions confronting the 
industry. The program now offered 
dairymen utilizes the method set 
forth the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act establishing and maintaining 
such balance between production 
and consumption agricultural 
commodities will reestablish 
farmers’ buying power. 

This production control program 
would the seventh put into effect 
under the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, and would cover the only 
basic commodity listed the Act 
passed which has not been cover- 
already such program. 

offering the program dairy 
farmers, Administrator Davis ex- 
plained that the Adjustment Ad- 
ministration has spent many weeks 
analyzing literally hundreds 
suggestions, and has sifted out what 
considers the best proposals. 

Some the plans advanced, 
while meritorious themselves, 
would not effective accom- 
plishing the adjustment produc- 
tion necessary balance supply 
with demand, Mr. Davis said. Thus, 
for example, while culling dairy 
cows was one the proposals, 
found that, normally, four four 
and half million cows are culled 
out each year, without any adjust- 
ment program, and that expendi- 
tures for this purpose alone would 
likely mean merely that the Govern- 
ment would acquire culls which 
ordinarily would taken out the 
herds anyhow. Therefore the Ad- 
justment Administration plan pro- 
poses transfer healthy cows 
cowless farms, and thus supple- 
ment but not duplicate the nor- 
mal culling operations farmers. 

Moreover, was found that dis- 
ease eradication, while great merit 
health measure, would in- 
sufficient measure production 
adjustment measure. Under pro- 
cessing tax plan, the Administra- 
tion wished have plan which 
would operate for the benefit 
dairy farmers everywhere, including 
those whose herds are already free 
tuberculosis. The Administration’s 
plan would set aside least $5,000,- 
000, however, for disease eradica- 
tion. 

The program would financed 
processing tax, the tax start 
one cent per pound butter fat 
when the program goes into effect, 
and gradually advanced 
five cents per pound supply comes 
under control. 

Mr. Davis said the Administra- 


tion agrees with those who insist 
dairy industry revival depends 
revival consumer buying power. 

all the people had ample money 
the Adjustment Administration 
would not have worry about the 
welfare the dairy industry, any 
more than that cattle growers. 

But the fact that consumer 
buying power low, and while 
remains dairy farmers will suffer 
from low prices unless they can con- 
trol their production attain 
better balance with effective de- 
mand, Mr. Davis explained. 

Speaking plans talk the pro- 
gram over with dairy farmers 
series regional meetings, Mr. 
Davis said: 


“The Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration never has imposed 
any program upon any major group 
agricultural producers. every 
instance have had the support 
large majority the producers 
before placing program effect. 

procedure will the same 
with the dairy program. are 
offering the plan 
frankly recognizing that this 
time their opinion has not crystal- 
ized any one plan. will talk 
our proposal over with the dairy 
farmers series meetings. 
will explain the plan them, 
and discuss all its advantages and 
disadvantages with the utmost can- 
dor. After these regional meetings 
are over will give careful atten- 
tion any merited suggestions for 
modification, and will work with 
the farmers efforts adapt the 
plan regional needs. for ac- 
ceptance, this the dairy 

Special factors the situation 
confronting the industry were con- 
sidered shaping the program. 
These include the great nutritive 
value milk the national diet 
and the large potential consumer 
need for dairy products. 

Milk production reached unpre- 
cedented volume the summer and 
fall 1933 and with the decline 
consumer purchasing power, prices 
fell disastrously. Under stimulus 
high grain prices and low dairy 
prices, production has declined 
much recent months that now, 
checking volume approximate- 
present levels, and avoiding the 
flush production which the indus- 
try capable, balance may 
restored. 

This would involve reduction 
production below the high levels 
1932 and 1933, but not below the 
volume recent months. would 
provide flexibility permit future 
expansion dairy sales and prod- 
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uction step with future gains 
consumer buying power. 

Reasons for the program are sum- 
marized follows: 

The milk cow population, now 
exceeding 26,000,000 cows and heif- 
ers milking age, the largest 
record. 

This represents gain 3.1 
per cent production units over 
January 1932, and per cent 
increase over the same date 1928. 

Farm milk production the 
United States increased from 
pounds 1924 101,- 
000,000,000 pounds year 1932. 
The increase from 1930 1932 
exceeds 2,000,000,000 pounds. 

Consumer expenditures for 
manufactured dairy products de- 
clined 4.7 per cent from 1932 
1933. 

The price index for the dairy 
farmer’s income for 1933 was sixty- 
nine compared 140 1928. This 
decline dairy income meant severe 
suffering for dairy farmers, and loss 
buying power for them. 

With the large number 
cows, the dairy industry has poten- 
tial producing power great that 
control any 
temporary price rise, like that 
the present, may followed such 
expansion output wreck 
prices, causing farmers new and 
more serious distress. 

these de- 
clared Secretary Wallace, ‘‘con- 
vince the urgency for funda- 
mental program for 

future the dairy industry, 
which represents the largest single 
segment American agriculture 
and has close one-fourth the total 
farm income the country, the 
utmost concern this Adminis- 
tration and the whole nation. 

are submitting this 
program for consideration the 
dairy farmers, and for 
including amendment they wish 
make. 

“Frankly facing the fact that 
consumers many places are pay- 
ing high prices and that milk dis- 
tributors’ margins have not de- 
clined comparable the declines 
dairy farm prices, still true that 
man who actually milks the cow 
has had accept ruinously low re- 
turns the heavy production sea- 
sons the year. cannot main- 
tain high standards required him 
producer milk and continue 
produce seasonal surpluses above 
consumer buying power absorb 
anything above starvation prices for 
him. Dairy farmers, more than 
any other class producers, can 
afford produce food for little 
nothing. 
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can readily overtake 
the dairy farmer the future 
flush seasons, long has 
means production control which 
would prevent flood milk from 
outrunning consumer buying power 
and crushing his price structure 
again and again. 

“The dairy plan now offer 
aims give farmers machinery 
head off such disasters the future. 
Through production 
sociations, with benefit payments 
cooperating farmers, the prod- 
ucers would given means regu- 
late production. 

production control program 
and our present plan marketing 
agreements and licenses for fluid 
milk producers are mutually sup- 
plemental. 

will more effective 
they can worked together, 
now propose, than either oper- 
ated alone. 

“Without production control 
support them, the milk agreements 
and licenses not offer much hope 
substantial price benefits fluid 
milk farmers. They are use 
maintaining prices economic 
levels, and can greater help 
giving the fluid milk farmers 
honest and undiscriminatory mar- 
keting system. But without prod- 
uction control back them up, 
these marketing agreements and 
licenses cannot themselves bring 
high prices small groups fluid 
milk producers while butter fat 
prices scrape the bottom due 
excessive supplies the dairy 
industry and economic conditions 
affecting the whole Secre- 
tary Wallace said. 

spite recent temporary gains, 
dairy prices are still far below 
parity, the cow cycle due reach 
its peak the next two years, and 
the annual freshet season milk 
production, with possibilities 
normal pastures, lies ahead. While 
time overproduction would drive 
many farmers out low prices, 
Administrative executives said they 
not wish see the industry take 
punishment which may avoided 
facilities the Adjustment Act 
can successfully utilized.

children cities. This sum will 
supplement expenditures from the 
Federal Emergency Relief Admin- 
tration fund. estimated that 
more than 100,000,000 pints 
surplus milk can supplied 
undernourished children 
manner. 

Another opportunity cut into 
surplus milk increasing consump- 
tion exists among farmers them- 
selves. According the 1930 
census, there are nearly one and one- 
half million farms this country 
supporting more 
people which not have any cows. 
Sixty-eight per cent these cowless 
farms are the South. Milk con- 
sumption subnormal these 
areas. Many the farmers are 
relief rolls. Healthy cows, fair 
productive capacity, not commer- 
cially producers, but well 
adapted family needs, can 
transferred these farms. Adjust- 
ment Administration officials are 
working plan selling such 
surplus cows easy credit terms 
farmers those areas able pro- 
perly care for them. The animals 
would moved into the deficit 
areas conditions prohibiting their 
use for commercial purposes. The 
purchase cows would not, how- 
ever, displace any normal culling 
operations farmers. 

Another supplemental provision 
the plan calls for least $5,- 
000,000 allocation speed tuber- 
culosis eradication work. This 
intended start the machinery for 
completion eradication bovine 
diseases. 

Investment funds increasing 
consumption among children who 
are undernourished, and protect- 
tion the health people through 
bovine disease eradication, has ad- 
vantages over subsidizing exports 
dairy products for sale gift 
prices abroad, the Administration 
believes. 

Disadvantages well advan- 
tages the program will frankly 
discussed the regional meetings, 
especially with view overcom- 
ing difficulties. 

Among the program’s disadvant- 
ages are its administrative com- 
plexities, due the nature the 
industry and the large number 
farmers engaged, difficulty check- 
ing sales, and the work establish- 
ing sales quotas. 

One the principal objectives 
the Adjustment Administration’s 
program has been get the 55,- 
000,000 acres which went from pas- 
ture grain during war time back 
into pasture again. 

This especially important 
the dairy industry, which has much

justment program would set aside 
$225,000 for educational pro- 
gram assist dairymen choosing 
the most economical and best pay- 
ing methods checking production.
